quence o£ the report from Washington 
that the cruisers Columbia and Minne- 
apolis, the c«ouble-turreted monitor Mi- 
antonomah and the ram Katahdin had 
been ordered to go into commission 
with dispatch, League island navy yard 
literally swarmed with visitors. 


Both cruisers have skeleton crews 


aboard, while the monitor has been ly- 
ing at her dock for several years and 
the Katahdin since last winter. 


None of the 
naval officials at the 


navy yard would say anything relating 
to the future movements of the vessels, 
but from workmen it was learned that 
the commission orders had been issued. 


This was borne out by the fact that win 


all day a large force of men in tbe con- 
struction and repair departments were 
actively at work on the Miantonomah 
and the Katahdin. 


Visitors were kept off these ioats, 


and only those having friends among 
the officers and crews of the cruisers 
were allowed on board. 


The Mimil onomiiH Almost ICciuly. 


Tbe repairs to the monitor are all of 


a minor nature, and will be completed 
by Tuesday. Over 20 men have already 
been, detailed for her, and it is said her 
full complement of 150 will be made up 
as rapidly as possible. 


A large force of men were busy on 


the Katahdin, improving her ventilat- 
ing apparatus and 
fitting her with 


steampipes. This work will only take 
a few days. 


Sunday work at League island is very 


unusual, and this activity is taken to 
indicate that the navy department in- 
tends to get the vessels there ready for 
sailing at a moment's notice. 


Late Sunday afternoon steam was 


gotten up on board tbe monitor for the 
purpose of testing her boilers and ma- 
chinery. In one of the lofts nearly 100 
men were at work on small spars and 
boat-fittings. 


Everything is ship shape on tbe Min- 


neapolis and Columbia, and beyond fill- 
ing up their complement of officers and 
men and taking on coal and provisions, 
nothing remains to be done. 


This will consume about five days at 


the most, and then both vessels will be 
ready for active service. 


The work of enlisting men will con- 


tinue until orders to stop have been 
received from Washington.

Towed luto Port lit 
Halifax by the 


Steamer Itoman. 


Halifax, Feb. 28.—The steamer Ro- 


man towed the overdue French liner 
La Champagne into port here, where 
she dropped anchor in midstream, off 
the center of the city, while the Roman 
steamed to her dock. Hundreds of peo- 
ple flocked to the wharf to watch the 
two big steamers' move slowly up the 
harbor. 


On the 17th inst. the tail screw shaft 


broke. The steamer was running at 
high 
speed 
and 
the 
engines flew 


around like lightning when the re- 
sistance of the screw was removed, 
and before they could be stopped much 
damage was done in the engine room. 


The wild racing of the big engines 


made a great noise, and the terrified 
passengers thought the ship would be 
smashed to pieces. Finally the engines 
stopped their pounding after the piston 
and connecting rods had snapped. 


Captain Poirot announced that the 


injury could be.repaired and the ship 
would proceed at 1 o'clock next day. 
She was put about, but after further 
examination it was found that the dam- 
age was irreparable. Nothing remain- 
ed to be done but anchor. 


The steamer kept up a continual fire 


of guns and discharge of rockets, but 
no answer came to their signals, and 
on Friday, the 18th, the captain dis- 
patched a boat containing eight men 
and the third officer, either to make 
land or sight a passing steamer. 


That night a fierce gale rose and at 


4 o'clock Saturday morning the anchor 
hawser parted with a snap and the 
ship drifted southward. The current 
drove it southward at the rate of 50 
miles daily, veering again to the south- 
west. All the while the stjeamer kept 
showing her signals of distress, but in 
vain. 


La Champagne drifted in this con- 


dition from Saturday morning, Feb. 
19, until Wednesday, the 23d, when she 
was picked up by the Roman.

tion. 
A murder that is being commit- 


ted poaaibly more than any other class 
of murder. I refer to infanticide. The 
murder of infants, whether before or 
after birth. The worst of all murders 
being committed almost daily, yet be- 
yond the reach of the law, and in all 
countries. Thou shalt not kill applies 
to this as much as any of tbe degrees 
that are within the reach of the human 
law, and God will bring the murderers 
to account. A murder committed by a 
mob is a murder and violation of the 
commandment; he who aaaists is guilty 
of murder. 


Another class of murder, hardly with- 


in the reach of law, is committed by the 
many saloons of the country. 
When I 


walk down the street aud'see the places 
of sin that are destroying so many of 
the beat men and women of the country, 
I feel like placing above their door the 
sign thou shalt not kill. 
Yet the peo- 


ple who keep these places are not en- 
tirely to blame. The citizens and voters 
of the land who make it possible by 
tbeir votes and legislation for these 
places to be run, are really the more re- 
sponsible for murders of this kind. 


The lives lost in war can be called 


murder, although some wars may be 
considered justifiable and'nations have 
been born as the result of wars. 
At 


the present day if it is found that the 
great loss of life in the loss of the 
Maine is Spanish treachery, and Spain 
should become stubborn, then it would 
seem that this country would be justi- 
fiable in chastising thtm at the point of 
the bayonet. The time will come, how- 
ever, when wars will be a thing of the 
past, and all differences will be settled 
by arbitration.

Chicago, has lived here ever since.

In 1877 he bought The Record, then

brought it to its present standard of 
excellence. 
Mr. Singerly was always in active 
demand. In 1894 he was unanimously

Democratic candidate for 
governor of Pennsylvania, and entered 
with great energy into the canvass, 
speaking in nearly every county in the 
state. In all' he made over 70 speeches 
in upholding the cause of Democracy.

General Hastings, carried off the prize. 
During the last national campaign 
he supported the Palmer and Buckner 
ticket, making a number of speeches 
in its behalf in Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware and Maryland,-and organizing a 
local association in aid of the move- 
ment.

interest in The Record. 
Since then a receiver has been ap- 
pointed for the bank and the affairs of 
it and the trust company are in pro- 
cess of settlement.

It 
provides that if any debtor permits an 
execution for $500 to be levied 011 his 
property and remain there for a period 
of 80 days ho may bo thrown into bank- 
ruptcy. 
NOW 
T, you know enough about 


the law's delays and the poworlessuess 
of litigants to realize that a shrewd 
lawyer or a disreputable sheriff may an- 
noy ;\ man for 30 days and prevent him 
from releasing his property if he were 
disposed to do it." 


That statement is a deadener, but 


here is a etill stronger ouo by Judge 
Bell: 


"An invincible objection to this bill 


is that every retailer will havo a mas- 
ter. 
His wholesaler will hold this law 


over him, cbargo him whatever he seeri 
fit, and ho cannot change while he owes 
anything or he will meet his fate. 
Oc- 


casionally you will find a man vicious 
entwgh to use such a law for revenge. I 
do not believe that many men will be 
thrown into involuntary bankruptcy if 
this hill passes. It is uot so protitable to 
sell men out under such a bill as it is to 
hold and control thorn tinder tbo over- 
awing power of its cruel provisions." 


These words of Jndgo Bell sound like 


a fire bell at midnight and should 
arouse people to a rea]-'ration of their 
imminent and deadly peril. 


In a Nutshell. 


To recapitulate," there are 54 causes in 


this bill for forciug a man into bank- 
ruptcy, 18 "obstacles" to his getting 
out of the clutches of a federal court 
and 44 reasons why he can be consigned 
by a United States judge to the custody 
of a United States marshal "until he 
shall be released or give bail conditioned 
for his appearance from time to time as 
required by the court aud for his obedi- 
ence to all lawful orders."

[n his splendid speech, which all men 
should read, he set forth in fivo or six 
sentences the Democratic position ex- 
actly.

It leaves upon them a 
stigma which DO time can efface—a 
stigma which not only foliows them 
through life, but which follows their 
children after they ara dead. If inen are 
willing to bear this odium in order to 
free themselves from tho galling and 
oppressive burden of debt, it is their 
own choice, and I am willing for them 
to make it, but, sir, I will never vote 
to give a merciless and ofttimes vindic- 
tive creditor the right to affix the etigma 
of bankruptcy to tho name of an honest 
man whoso only misfortune is that he 
cannot pay his debts. * * * 


"It permits the men who have forced 


him into bankruptcy against his will 
and against his interests, who have de- 
stroyed his business and sacrificed his 
property, to make an affidavit that he is 
about to leave the district, and his tes- 
timony may be needed, and upon that 
affidavit he must be taken into the ens- 
tody of the marshal and held against 
his will and in violation of his rights 
as a free man whilo his merciless and 
vindictive creditors are dividing up his 
property. 


"Sir, I understand tho importance of 


&t law which enforces contracts and 
which insures the collection of honest 
debts. I know that such laws are neces- 


sary in 'every country where industry 
thrives aud counucrco expands, but, sir, 
I nin not ready to admit that either tho 
interests of commerce or tho thrift of 
industry is above tho rights of man, aud 
I hold tho liberty of tho citizen more 
sacred than all tho debts en earth."
